Rifkind,  Rosenthal  Named  hr 
High  Congregational  Honors 


The  first  adult  education  classes  for 
the  coming  semester  will  be  held  on 
Monday  evening,  November  11th,  and 
every  Monday  thereafter  until  December 
16th.  The  major  lecture  course  will  be 
on  “Historic  Movements  in  Judaism,” 
and  will  be  given  by  Rabbi  Morris  N. 
Kertzer.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to 
develop  a  philosophy  of  Jewish  history 
by  a  study  of  the  six  main  strands  in  the 
fabric  of  Jewish  life:  the  prophetic,  the 
legalistic,  the  intellectual,  the  mystic,  the 
nationalistic,  the  artistic.  Each  one  will 
be  treated  on  successive  Monday  eve¬ 
nings  at  nine  o’clock  by  Rabbi  Kertzer, 
and  will  be  followed  by  discussion  on  the 
part  of  the  students. 

The  seminar  course  will  be  given  the 
same  Monday  evenings  from  8  p.m.  to 
8:50  p.m.  by  Rabbi  Kertzer,  and  will 
be  on  “The  Architecture  of  the  Prayer 
Rook.  ’  It  will  be  a  comprehensive  survey 
of  the  main  motifs  of  the  daily,  sabbath 
and  High  Holy  Day  Prayers,  and  those 
taking  this  course  will  not  only  under¬ 
stand  L.e  principal  prayers  used  but  will 
be  able  to  find  their  way  around  the 
prayer-books  without  waiting  for  page 
numbers  from  the  pulpit.  Prior  knowl¬ 
edge  of  Hebrew  is  not  necessary. 

During  the  same  hour— from  8  to  8:50 
p.m.,  also  on  the  same  Monday  evenings, 
Cantor  David  Putterman  will  conduct  a

Letter  to  the  Editor 


To  the  Editor: 

As  the  New  Year  begins,  I  wonder 
again  what  is  to  become  of  our  Junior 
Congregation  and  the  program  of  re¬ 
ligious  education.  The  problem  is  not 
only  that  of  augmenting  our  own  small 
Junior  Congregation  ranks.  This  year  it 
must  be  either  a  Junior  Congregation 
fully  representative  of  our  Religious 
School  or  a  step  in  the  gradual  decay  of 
Judaism.  I  am  indeed  serious.  European 
Jewry  is  no  more!  It  is  defunct;  unable 
to  exist  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  lhe 
responsibility  lies  squarely  on  our  shoul¬ 
ders — to  carry  the  Jewish  banner  aloft 
or  to  drop  it  in  complete  inactivity. 
American  Jewish  youth  must  know 
Judaism  in  all  its  aspects.  There  is  noth¬ 
ing  to  force  them  to  accept  it,  but 
before  they  repudiate  it,  they  ought  to 
know  the  mechanics  of  Jewish  worship 
and  the  concepts  behind  them.  These  he 
gets  at  Junior  Congregation  services. 

The  full  responsibility  lies  with  the 
parents.  There  are  several  reasons  why 
our  boys  and  girls  do  not  come  to  J.  C. 
Many  tell  us  that  their  parents  do  not 
come  to  Synagogue  on  Sabbath  morn¬ 
ing.  If  the  parent  is  at  all  in  a  position 
to  attend  worship,  he  is  encouraged  to 
do  so  and  to  bring  his  child  with  him. 
While  he  worships  in  the  main  audi¬ 
torium,  his  child  will  worship  with  his 
classmates.  Other  boys  and  girls  claim 
that  dancing  lessons  or  group  or  music 
lessons  occupy  an  important  place  on 
their  Saturday  morning  curriculum.  If 
the  parent  so  desires,  these  activities  can 
be  placed  conveniently  into  another 
hour  or  another  day.  Still  more  young 
people  claim  that  their  parents  don’t 
care.  Influence  from  home  is  highly  im¬ 
portant  in  the  development  of  young 
Jews.  Therefore,  parents  should  encour¬ 
age,  prod,  show  interest.  In  truth,  then. 
Junior  Congregation  is  your  responsi¬ 
bility. 

It’s  this  very  small  institution  within 
our  Synagogue  that  means  so  much  to 
the  developing  child.  Judaism  is  a  vivid 
culture.  It  is  rich  and  noble.  Junior  Con¬ 
gregation  will  present  Jewish  culture  in 
its  finest.

School  Highlights

Many  varied  activities  have  been  an¬ 
nounced  for  the  coming  season  by  the 
School  Board  of  which  Mr.  Saul  Godwin 
is  chairman.  The  second  Home  Observ¬ 
ance  Bulletin,  describing  the  Sukkot 
festival,  is  being  distributed.  It  is  hoped 
by  Dr.  Theodore  Kaplan  and  his  com¬ 
mittee  that  these  bulletins  will  help  make 
the  holidays  more  meaningful  for  the 
congregants  and  their  children.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  this  booklet  includes  the  entire 
school  program  for  the  year,  coupled 
with  the  listing  of  the  members  of  the 
School  Board  and  their  respective  re- 
sponsibil  ities. 

The  board  is  attempting  xo  elicit 
closer  relations  between  the  school  and 
the  parents  through  the  formation  of  a 
parents  group’  to  assist  in  the  collection 
of  funds,  the  library,  and  bookkeeping, 
and  in  the  establishment  of  a  class 
mothers’  group  to  help  with  the  social 
functions  within  the  individual  Relig¬ 
ious  School  classes. 

In  an  effort  to  broaden  the  general 
school  curriculum,  trips  to  various 
points  of  Jewish  interest  within  the  city 
are  planned.

The  chairmen  of  all  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  Board  will  present  brief 
reports  of  the  activities  of  their  groups 
at  this  time. 
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Yom  Kippur  Sermons  Are 
Plea  For  Better  Living 

A  plea  to  all  members  of  the  Congre¬ 
gation  to  reestablish  their  daily  Jewish 
living  and  their  Jewish  ideals  on  a  firmer 
footing  characterized  the  sermons  of 
Rabbi  Steinberg  and  Rabbi  Kertzer  at 
both  Yom  Kippur  services.  Jews  have 
been  spoiled  by  the  comparatively  soft 
lives  they  live  in  America,  and  they 
need  to  lift  the  levels  of  their  standards, 
the  rabbis  pointed  out. 

“America  is  threatened  by  a  rising 
tide  of  self  indulgence,  materialism,  and 
dispiritualisation,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
stated  in  his  Kol  Nidrei  message.  By 
virtue  of  the  fact  that  we  are  lucky 
enough  to  have  escaped  the  Nazi  gas 
chambers  we  American  Jews  are  doubly 
bound  not  to  waste  our  heritage,  our 
spirituality,  or  our  material  resources. 
Whatever  American  Jews  have  acquired 
spiritually  or  materially  has  been  gained 
at  the  cost  of  the  lives  of  other  Jews, 
of  other  Americans.  Rabbi  Steinberg 
stressed  the  complete  immorality  in  the 
possible  waste  of  any  of  this  heritage. 

Yom  Kippur  morning’s  services  were 
brought  to  a  climax  bv  Rabbi  Kertzer  s 
sermon,  “Heaven  Moves  Forward. 
Rabbi  Kertzer  indicated  the  necessity  for 
an  evolving  set  of  ideals  and  goals.  “We 
create  new  levels  of  ideals  that  make  la«t 
year’s  ideals  pale  into  insignificance.’' 
He  offered  the  judgment  of  crimes 
against  humanity  at  the  Nurnberg 
trials  as  an  indication  of  the  greater  re¬ 
gard  which  men  are  beginning  to  show 
toward  the  rights  of  mankind. 

Cantor  Putterman’s  chanting  of  the 
Kol  Nidrei  and  the  entire  musical  por¬ 
tion  of  the  service,  arranged  under  his 
direction,  was  awe-inspiring  in  its  sim¬ 
plicity  and  dignity.  Especially  note¬ 
worthy  was  the  chanting  of  the  Ne’ilah 
or  closing  service,  in  which  Cantor, 
choir,  and  congregation  joined.

The  first  of  this  year’s  Symposiums 
which  will  take  place  on  Monday  eve¬ 
ning,  November  4th,  at  8:30  p.m.  in  the 
Vestry  Room  of  the  Synagogue,  will  be 
on  a  subject  of  enormous  and  timely 
interest.  Mr.  Victor  E.  Herwitz,  Mr. 
Louis  J.  Schwefel,  and  Mr.  Joseph  M. 
Katz,  all  members  of  the  Synagogue,  will 
discuss  the  question :  “Is  There  a  Jewish 
Vote?”  —  in  other  words,  should  — 
and  do  —  Jews  assume  a  special  respon¬ 
sibility  as  Jews  when  they  cast  their 
vote.

The  usual  customs  will 
be  followed  of  having  the  speakers  pre¬ 
sent  their  views  for  ten  minutes,  and  then 
answer  questions  directed  to  them  from 
the  floor.  Synagogue  members  are  urged 
to  invite  friends  to  attend  all  these  sym¬ 
posiums!

The  Adult  Education  Committee  also 
announced  an  Institute  of  Jewish  Prob¬ 
lems,  which  will  be  a  continuing  feature 
of  the  Friday  evening  service,  and  will 
enlist  one  speaker  a  month  on  a  series 
of  topics  included  in  the  general  subject 
“Battlefronts  of  Democracy.”
